William Sessions Book Trust, The Ebor Press of York, England, published a 
second edition of Isabel Ross’ biography Margaret Fell, Mother of Quakerism, in 
1984. Some important corrections, noted by Ross following the publication of the 
original edition, are included in this attractive new printing which has illustrated 
endpapers and a genealogical table. 

It has also recently published a history of the company entitled Sessions of York 
and Their Printing Forebears, 1811-1985. The Press had been continuously under 
Quaker management since 1811 when it was established by William Alexander, and 
it has been administered by the Sessions family for 100 years. The 69-page volume 
is well illustrated with 91 plates.

On the occasion of the one hundredth anniversary of the establishment of the 
Haverford Friends School, Haverford, PA, Miriam Jones Brown, principal emerita, 
has written an account of its history. The book is replete with illustrations, lists of 
names of teachers and anecdotes of school life.

E. Gordon Alderfer is the author of The Ephrata Commune: an Early American 
Counter Culture. This attractive volume, the product of several years of research, 
appeared in October 1985 under the imprint of the University of Pittsburgh Press in 
both hard cover and paperback formats. Alderfer, who is a Quaker, has included 
some material relating to the Religious Society of Friends and the commune mem- 
bers. The book includes notes, bibliography and index.

A noteworthy article has been brought to the editor’s attention which should have 
been reported earlier. The New England Quarterly. v. 50 (1977) contained an 
account by Jerome H. Wood, Jr. “For Truth and Reputation: the New England 
Friends’ Dispute with Isaac Backus.”’ Wood, a member of the history department at 
Swarthmore College, examined papers of Backus and his correspondents in several 
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New England repositories. Backus published a three volume history of the Baptist 
Church in 1781 which contained material relating to the persecution of the Quakers 
in Massachusetts in the mid-seventeenth century. The accuracy of some of Backus’s 
statements was questioned by Friends who sought a retraction. This was given and it 
appeared in the form of an appendix to volume two, 1784.

Kenneth L. Carrol] is one of several contributors to a volume entitked A Quaker 
Miscellany for Edward H. Milligan, published on the occasion of the retirement of 
Edward Milligan in 1985 from his post as Librarian of the Friends Library in 
London. Carroll’s paper is called “Quakers and Muggletonians in 17th Century 
Treland.”’

The subsequent issue (July 1985) pp. 387-398, contains an article by Helen and 
Neville Laughton entitled “Auguste Edouard: a Quaker Album of American and 
English Duplicate Silhouettes, 1827-1845.” The album is in the Friends Historical 
Library, Swarthmore, and it had not heretofore been positively identified as the 
work of Edouard. Much of the material here published, together with a selection of 
the duplicate silhouettes and an introduction prepared by the late Eleanore Price 
Mather, Quaker art historian, is in the process of publication as a book.
